New Delhi, the 15th January, 1998 

S.0.43(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of section 40 of the Goa, Daman and Diu Reorganisation 
Act, 1987 (18 of'1987), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) ITiis Order may be called the Goa, Daman and Diu Industrial Development 
and Goa Handicrafts, Rural and Small Scale Industries Development Corporation, Omnibus Industrial Development Corpo¬ 
ration of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Division of Assets and Liabilities) Order, 1997. 

2. It shall come into force on the September, 1997. 

Definition : In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) ‘ ‘Appointed day’ ’ means the date of commencement of this Order. 

(b) “Goa corporation” means and includes the Goa, Daman and Diu Industrial Development Corporation, Goa 
Handicrafts Rural and Small Scale Industries Development Corporation and the Economic Development 
Corporation, Goa. 

3. Transfer of Assets of Goa Corporations— 

(1) Subject to the other provisions of this Order, on and fi-om the appointed day all land, machinery, stores, 
articles and other goods belonging to the Goa Corporation shall— 

(a) if situated within the State of Goa, stand transferred to and shall vest in the Goa Corporation; 

(b) if situated within the Union Territory of Daman and Diu, stand transferred to and shall ve.st in the Omnibus 
Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar haveli; and 

(c) in any other case not covered under clause (a) and (b) above, in the Goa Corporations. 

Explanation—for the pmpose of this clause, “land” shall mean and include immovable property of every 
kind and any right in or over such property. 

(2) The balance on book value, standing to the credit of Goa Corporation on the appointed day shall be apportioned 
between the Goa Corporation and the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli according to the population ratio. 

4. Contracts.—Where, before the appointed day, the Goa Corporation have made any contract, the contract shall 
be deemed to have been made— 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are exclusively relatable to the Union Territory of Daman and Diu, by the 
Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli; 

(b) in any other case, by the Goa Corporation and accordingly, all rights and liabilities which have accrued or may 
accrue under any such contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been the rights and liabilities of the 
Goa Corporation, be the rights and liabilities of Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and 
Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli or the Goa Corporation, as the case may be, 

5. Transfer of share capital and liability of Goa Corporation—The share capital and liability of the Goa Corporation 
in respect of shares, and loans received by it shall be apportioned between the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of 
Daman aitd Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli and the Goa Corporation in the same proportion in which expenditure on account 
of Schemes for which the shares and loans were obtained by the Goa Corporation has, before the appointed day, been made out 
of the said shares and loans in the Union Territory of Daman and Diu and the area within the State of Goa. 

Provided that the share capital contribution made by the Union Territory of Daman and Diu to the Goa Corporation 
commencing fi-om the 30th May, 1987 and ending on the date immediately preceding the appointed day, an equivalent amount 
of assets shall be transferred to the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli in addition to the transfer of assets mentioned in paragriqih 3. 

6. Residuary provision.—^The benefit or burden of any assets or liabilities of the Goa Corporation not dealt with in 
the foregoing provisions shall 

(a) if the assets are situated, or the liability arises, in the Union Territory of Daman and Diu shall stand transferred 
to the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli; and 

(b) in any other case, continue to be the benefit or burden of the Goa Corporation. 

7. Apportionment of expenditure and revenue of Goa Corporation— 

The difference between the revenue earned and the expenditure incurred by the Goa Corporation during the per-od 
commencing fi:om the 30th May, 1987 of the erstwhile Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu and ending on the date 
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immediately preceding the appointed day in respect of its activities in the Union Territory of Daman and Diu should be 
reimbursed to the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Dadra and Nagar Haveh by the Goa Corpo¬ 
ration or vice-versa. 

8. Legal proceedings.—Where, immediately before the appointed day, the Goa Corporation party arc to any legal 
proceedings with respect to any property, rights or liabilities transferred to the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation 
of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli under this Order, the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman 
and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli shall be deemed to be substituted for the Goa Corporation as party to those proceedings 
and the proceedings be continued accordingly. 

9. Provisions relating to certain employees of Goa Corporation— 

Every employee of the Goa Corporation, who, immediately before the appointed day, was serving in the 
Union Territory of Daman and Diu, as from the appointed day, become, by virtue of this order, the employee 
of the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveh and shall 
hold his ofiRce or service therein by the same tenure at the same remuneration, upon the same terms and 
conditions, with the same obligations and with the same rights and privileges as to leave, leave fare concession, 
welfare scheme, medical benefit scheme, insurance, provident fund, other funds, retirement, voluntary retirement, 
gramity and other benefits as he would have held under the Goa Corporations if this order had not come into 
force and/shall continue to do so as the employee of the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation of 
Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveh or until the expiry of a period of six months from the appointed 
day if such employee opts not to continue to be the employee of the Omnibus Industrial Development Corporation 
of Daman and Diu and Dadra Nagar Haveli within such period.
